RECOVERING FROM HURTS 


Bernard Shackman, 22, Who Saved 


_ . Mrs. Dowling, Out of Hospital

Soon—Parents Proud of Him. |

Captain Otto C. Dowling, who was in 
command of the Navy Arsenal at Lake 


Denmark near Dover, N. J., which 
‘was blown up on Saturday, had suffi- 
ciently recovered from, his injuries -to 
give a five-minute interview yester- 
day. Captain Dowling’s eyelids were 
so badly lacerated by pulverized slate 
drivén into his face by the explosion 
that for a time his sight was despaired 
of. In spite of his injuries he directed 
operations at the arsenal for hours af- 
ter the explosion. 

“I never told the Navy Department 
the arsenal was unsafe,”’ he said. ‘‘Nor 
did I ever say it presented a constant 
menace to the surrounding communi- 
ties. No matter where that report 
came from, it was erroneous.” 

“Do you think underground powder 
magazines would be safer than the 
type you had at Lake Denmark?” he 
was asked. 

“I do not believe they would be satis- 
factory,’’ was the answer. 

Do you think the arsenal could have 
been improved?”’ 

“I have my own ideas with regard 
to that but am not prepared to discuss 
them now. will take that matter 
up in Washington, with the proper of- 
ficials.” ~ 

Captain. Dowling was asked to de- 
— his experience during the explo- 
sion. 

“I was at home when I heard the 
fire alarm,” he said. ‘‘I got into my 
autdmobile and started toward the 
burning magazine, from which the 
smoke was coming. I didn’t get very 
far. There was an explosion and what 
happened after that I don’t recall.” 

Several hours after the first explo- 
sions, the Commandant, dazed and 
burned, was picked up by a motorist, 
near the reservation. He was attended 
in Dover General Hospital, but refused 
to remain there, and went back to the 
burning arsenal. ¢ 

The following morning his condition 
became worse and he was forced to 
go back to the hospital. Later he was 
removed to Brooklyn. 

The parents of Bernard Schackman, 
22 years old, marine pharmacist’s 
‘mate, who rescued Mrs. O. C, Dowling, 
wife of Captain Dowling, from the 
ruins of her home at the Laké Den- 
mark Arsenal Reservation, visited 
their son yesterday in the Brooklyn 
Naval Hospital. ‘‘We are proud of our 
Doy,” Mrs. Schackman said. The 
marine has-cuts from flying glass on 
his face, hands and body. He will be 
released from the hospital soon and 
gent home.’ : 

The Schackmans were listening to a 
radio program in the parlor of their 
home, 11605 107th Avenue, Richmond 
Hill, Queens, when an announcer 
flashed the news of the explosion. A 
few hours later they received a tele- 
gram,from their son reading, ‘‘Don’t 
worry; I’m all right.’’ 

Schackman ran away from home to 
enlist in the marines in 1924.. His par- 
ents tried unsuccessfully to get him 
out of the service. : 

He was in the marine barracks when 
the first explosion came. As he ran 
out the roof crashed in. Across the 
street he saw Mrs. Dowling in the 
front room of her cottage, bleeding and 
unconscious. Schackman picked up 
the injured woman and carried her in 
his arms most of the distance to 
Dover, seven miles away. Then he 
telephoned to inform her husband, 
Captain Dowling, that his wife was 
safe.

Court Has Wide Powers. 


It is within the authority of the 
Court of Inquiry to recommend the 
ebandonment of Lake Denmark as a 
naval ammunition station. This ques- 
tion undoubtedly will be considered. 
Until the court and board have made 
their reports nothing will be done by 
the department toward replacements. 
Funds for new construction there 


allowing claims of personal injury and 
death to. be adjudicated against the 
Government. up to $5,000 will be sought 
at the December session’ of Congress 
by Representative Emanuel Celler of 
New York as a result of the situation 
created by the Lake Denmark explo- 
sion.

Just how much of a money loss will 
be sustained by the Government in the 
stores of ammunition held at the Lake 
Denmark Naval Station, estimated to 
be valued from $80,000,000 to $90,000,- 
000, cannot be definitely detérmined, 
officials today asserted, until surveys 
can he made after the removal of the 
débris. So far-no attempt has been 
made to determine the outlay that will 
be necessary to replace the ammuni- 
tion and equipment that was dam- 
aged or destroyed. 

Officials said that, while some of the 
ammunition stored at the Jersey sta- 
tion was left over from supplies ob- 
tained at the time of the World War, 
all of it was adapted for navy uses 
and would in no sense be paper losses 
but actual losses that should be re- 
placed to keep the fleet prepared for

RING IDENTIFIES VICTIM. 


Marred Bit of Jewelry Found in 

Ashes Belonged to Joseph Gately.

DOVER, N. J., July 14.—Sifting 
ashes, gravel and completely carbon- 
ized human remains through a screen, 
marines found a blackened and partly 
melted gold seal-ring in the ruins of 
a@ navy storehouse at the Lake Den- 
mark Arsenal today. 

The outlines of the crucifixion, the 
design engraved on the seal, were still 
recOgnizable. The ring was identified 
as that of Chief Gunner’s Mate Joseph 
Gately, who had been on the list of 
missing since the great explosion last 


Saturday morning. : 

Two rings were found by other 
searching parties working in ashes and. 
pulverized slate and brick near the 
depth bomb factory, where the first 
explosion and the greatest loss of life 
occurred. 

One bore the initials “H. D. M.” 
It is believed to have been the property 
of Henry D. Mackert Jr., a private 
in the marines. One body at the 
Brooklyn morgue was identified, after 
a long, study yesterday, as that of 
Private Mackert. 


Won't Accept Identification. 
Mr. and\Mrs. Henry D. Mackert. of

Ex-Gov. Kendall Declares That

DES MOINES, Iowa, July 14.—On the 
heels of the prediction yesterday by 
Senator Albert B. Cummins that Presi- 
dent Coolidge would not seek re-elec- 
tion in 1928 came the assertion today 
by Nathan E. Kendall, former Gov- 
ernor of Iowa, that ‘‘the candidacy of 
Coolidge in 1928 is out of the question.

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Chicago Mayor Tells American 
Bar Association Careful 
Survey Is Needed. 


PRESENT STATUS DEPLORED 


He Sees Question Thrown Into 
Politics, Ignoring Vital’ 
Issues Involved. 


LEGISLATORS UNDER FIRE 


President Long Assails Shackling of 
Judiciary. as Denver Con- 
vention Opens. 


Special to The New York Times. J 
DENVER, July 14.—With a sharp 
attack by Chester I. Long of Wichita 
on legislatures that shackle the 
Judiciary and thus clog the courts 
in the face of a great increase of 
criminality and an onslaught by Wil- 
liam E. Dever, Mayor of Chicago, on 
prohibition and the Volstead act, the 
yannual convention of the American, 
Bar Association opened here today. 


Mr. Long is the President of the asso- 
ciation and his chief plea was for less 
legislation and more law enforcement. 

The entire afternoon session was de- 
voted to a consideration of the crime 
wave which the speakers said was 
sweeping the country and a share of 
the blame for which they sought to 
fasten on members of the bar them- 
selves, the courts, the police and the 
general public. Of the more than half 
a dozen speakers, leaders in the legal 
profession, not one approved of Amer- 
ica’s criminal jurisprudence, while sev- 
eral declared the present system ar- 
chaic. 

Mayor Dever, Guy A. Thompson of 
St. Louis, Mo., Mr. Long, George W. 
Wickersham, former Attorney General 
of the United States; J. Weston Allen, 
National Crime Commissioner; Bert M. 
Hardinbrook, Crime Commissioner for 
Nebraska, and Thomas H. Franklin 
of San Antonio, Texas, joined in ex- 
posing the loopholes through which 
criminals escape. 


Long-Assails Legislators. 


Chester I. Long, President of the 
American Bar Association, review2d 
the work of the organization sin*e 
its inception forty-nine ycirs ago. At 
the first meeting, he said, there were 
only seventy-five members preseat, 
while now he declared the association 
was fairly representative of all law- 
yers, whether they belonged to a har 
association or not. 

The enforcement of criminal law 
throughout the cot .try, he said, was 
practically ineffective. He told of the 
surveys and investigations being con- 
ducted and of the remedies already in 
use. He said that the American Law 
Institute has undertaken the work of 
preparing. a model code of crimin1) 
procedure and told of the appropria- 
tions for this work by the Laura 
Spillman Rockefeller Memorial, whith 
has set aside $20,000 a year for three 
years to prepare the code. 

“Courts of ‘America are unable to 
function properly under present condi- 
tions,’ hessaid. ‘‘The public has lost 
confidence in the courts, both criminal 
and civil, all because of the ‘straight- 
jacket’ in which the judiciary has 
been encased through the efforts of ill- 
advised and misguided legislators. 

‘The question is: ‘What shall we do 
to remedy the situation?’ 

“I believe the public is willing at last 
| leave i* to the lawyers, if the law- 
yérs will do it. The judges have been 
obeying this or that law, passed at 
the instance of some individual lawyer 
in the Legislature; many of such laws 
should be modified before we can im- 
prove the administration of justice. 

“Procedure should be simplified. The 
Legislatures should lay down broad 
principles and the details should be 
filled in by rules of the court. The 
tinkering should stop. A large number 
of laws that now interfere with speed" 
and certainty in the administration of 
justice should be repealed.”’ 

Mayor Dever, who spoke on “The 
Problem of Law Enforcement in the 
Large Cities of the United States,”’ 
said that in Cook County they ‘have 
not had at any time within the last 
twenty years a sufficient number of 
Criminal Court Judges to promptly dis- 
pose of the constantly increasing num- 
ber of criminal cases.’’ 

He recommended the following meas- 
ures to check crime: Creation of suf- 
ficient courts to insure prompt trials, 
modification of the strict rules 
governing return of indictments, 
elimination of the cumbersome meth- 
od of jury examinations, vesting au- 
thority in the Court to conduct the 
examination of jurors and cutting down 
the number of challenges allowed to 
each side, State experts to pass on 
criminal insanity cases, repeal of laws 
which prevent courts from comment- 
ing to the jury on evidence. Modi- 
fication and speeding up of appeals 
in crifninal cases, patterned after tke 
English system, and creation of parole 
laws ‘‘as nearly automatic as possible.”” 

In discussing the Volstead law 
Mayor Dever said: 

“The intent of the law has not been 


of intoxicating liquor has been elimi- 
nated by our prohibition laws, and it 
is not positively known today by any- 
body whether there is more or less 
drunkenness in the nation at this time 
than there was before the adoption of 
the Eighteenth Amendment.”’ 


Importance of the Question. 
In the course of his address Mayor 
Dever said: 
““My official position because of my 
daily experience with this problem 
quite possibly has given me a preju- 





diced view of the matter, but out of 


4 >that experience I have come to the 


oelief that the liquor question is one 
‘of first importance to the nation, for 
it ramifies into almost every part of 
our social and political structure. 
‘“‘Many intelligent people believe that 


underlying this whole subject is an- 
other question of deep significance, 
and that is the retention or perhaps 
the restoration of a decent respect for 
law and order, and there are those I 
am sure who, though they might be- 
lieve that prohibition if finally ac- 
cepted by the people would be wholly 
desirable, yet are ready to waive at 
least a small part of this opinion to 
promote the general good. 

“The liquor question is not settled. 
No question can be regarded as finally 
disposed of where the law which as- 
sumes such settlement meets with such 
seriou’ oposition and objection from a 
very large part, perhaps a majority, 
of the people; nor do I believe that the 
people of this country are all included 
within either the wet or the dry forces.

Discussing the recent Senate commit- 
tee hearing, the Mayor said: 

“In the vehemence and even the ex- 
travagance of the ition taken by 
proponents on ‘either side of the ques- 
tion the moderate-minded intelligent 
citizen who is deeply concerned about 
the welfare of Kis country is almost 
driven to cover. '. 

‘‘Much in the positions taken by both 
sides may be conceded as true. That 
is, however paradoxical it may seem, 
the prohibition laws have promoted in 
& very large way the public welfare 
and the effect of the passage of these 
laws has Caused rather than, cured 
many of the evils which it was sought 
thereby to éradicate. One may pass, 
for the moment, the argument that 
prohibition laws are sumptuary and 
that they interfere with the inalienable 
rights of the individual. . That argu- 
ment is at this time of rather academic 
interest. - 

“But if it be conceded that large 
benefits have followed the enactment 
of thest laws and also that great evils 
have followéd in their train, then the 
work. of the statesman is to determine 
whether the good coming from the laws 
may by constructive legislation be re- 
tained and the evils resulting’ there- 
from eliminated. That, I take it, is 
one of the really large problems now 
confronting the people of this country. 


' For a Non-Partisan Inquiry. 


“One thing may be concluded, how- 
ever, from this investigation, and that 
is that this question is still unsettled 
in the public mind; that.there is wide 
diversity of public opinion as to the 
effects of these laws and that there 
exists a national problem of immense 
consequence to the country. The ques- 
tion now arises, keeping in mind solely 


the general welfare of the nation, 
whether this whole intricate question 
should not be re-examined by some 
competent authority with the view to 
bringing’ about a final adjustment, if 
that be possible, which will retain, or 
even extend, the undeniable benefits 
of prohibition and at the same time 
retain and restore a general regard for 
and obedience to law. 

“I think that such an attempt should 
be seriously smade. I would suggest 
an unprejudiced, scientific investiga- 
tion of the facts. That investigation 
should be at the direction of the Con- 
gress of the United States and should 
be conducted by a commission the per- 
sonnel and connection of which should 
be a sufficient guarantee of the accu- 
racy and honesty of its conclusions. 

“Such a commission might consist, 
for instance, of representatives of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, the American Federation of 
Labor, the American Bar Association, 
the American Medical Association and 
perhaps other national organizations 
of like disinterested character. Such.a 
commission should have _ sufficient 
means and ample power to make a 
thorough survey of the entire question 
and should be authorized to report 
their findings of fact and conclusions 
as to how best to deal with the condi- 
tions found to exist. 

“I believe such an approach to the 
problem would appeal to the innate 
spirit of law observance and sense of 
fair play of the American people. 
The concluczions of such a commission, 
ba- 1 upon the facts, ‘would satisfy 
many elements at present uninformed 
and dissatisfied. The adoption of the 
recommendation of such a commission 
would, in my opinion, go far toward 
re-establishing that general public de- 
mand for law observance without 
which the most highly organized and 
efficient judicial machinery must func- 
tion inadequately and uncertainly.’” 


Beck Analyzes Declaration. 


James M. Beck spoke this evening on 
“The Future of Democracy,’’ and re- 
ferred to ‘‘this sesquicentennial year 
of the great epic of 1776, when the 
Fathers created a new nation and dedi- 
cated it ferever to the cause of human 
freedom.”’ ‘ 

We can now see,”’ he continued, “‘in 
the perspective of history, that the 
greatest revolution in human thought 
and social conditions that the world 
has ever known, and of which both the 
American and the French Revolutions 
were but incidents, was then in prog- 
ress, It had begun long before 1776. 

“The Declaration did not create us 
a people. France did not begin its 
great career with the fal of the Bas- 
tile. The American Republic is the 
noble child of the greatest revolution 
in human thought o: 
namely, the Renaissance. It was born 
in the ‘spacious days of Queen Eliza- 
beth’ and came into being through the 
same great impulse that gave to the 
world Frobisher and Raleigh, Drake 
and Spenser, Sidney and Coke, Bacon 
and Shakespeare.” 

He went on: 

‘“‘What then was the purpose of the 
Declaration of Independence? As clear- 
ly set forth in its noble preamble, it 
was an appeal to the conscience of the 
world in support of the moral justifica- 
tion of the Revolution.” . 

“If the Declaration today gives us 
a quickened pulse, it is not because 
of the counts of the indictment against 
the misrule of George III, but because 
Jefferson, at heart an idealist and 
with all the enthusiasm of youth, 
challenged the universal conception 
as to the nature of government and 
asserted in eloquent phrase the sov- 
ereighty of the people. 

“He drew for all mankind, without 
distinction to race, condition or creed, 
a title deed to liberty, so broad and 
comprehensive that ‘time cannot 
wither nor custom stale’ itg eternal 
verity. 

“Few, if any, political documents 
have more profoundly influenced the 
struggling masses throughout’ the 
world. It remains the classic defini- 
tion of democracy, if not of liberty, 
and its noblest echo was the speech 
of Abraham Lincoln over the new- 
made graves at Gettysburg, when, in- 
spired by Jefferson, he solemnly said 
that ‘government of the people by the 
people and for the people shall not 
perish from the earth.’ 


Effects of, World War Told. 


“I am tempted, if only briefly, to 
discuss the more interesting question 
as to the present and future state of 
democratic institutions. When the 
greatest war of history had ended it 
seemed that the world had been made 
‘safe for democracy.’ Indeed, as 
President Wilson passed through 
Europe and the masses arose to ac- 
claim him with vociferous enthusiasm, 
it seemed as if the existing Govern- 
ments of even the victorious nations 
were crumbling. 

“And then a mighty change came 
over the world’s dream of democracy. 
Russia, Turkey, China, Italy, Poland, 
Portugal, Spain and even Greece, 
which gave us the very word ‘democ 
racy,’ accepted the rule of dictators. 

“The great fact today is that while 
democracy as a form of Government is 
at low ebb, as a social spirit it is at 
high tide. Let us not be discouraged 
if there is a temporary reaction against 
democratic parliamentary institutions. 

No present fact is more significant 
than the reaction in many nations 
ageinst democracy and in favor of one- 
man power. Today many of the old- 
ést nations of Europe are in the grasp 
of dictators. The revolt is not against 
democracy as a social ideal, but 
against the inefficiency and venality 
of ‘parliamentary institutions. 


Referendum Seen as Danger.. 


“It cannot be questioned that demo- 
cratic institutions are continuously be- 
coming more unworkable. The giant 
growth of our nation has put an undue 
strain upon. its governmental ma- 
chinery, and an ever-widening suffrage 


has made the problem of a qualified 
electorate ever more difficult. 
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Many intelligent people, whatever their 
opinions may be upon this question,

sentative government is found im the

referendums. for the deliberate action 
of. a legislature. Let it once become 
the habit of the American people to 
refer questions of national policy to 
the people themselves by a referendum 
and democracy will break down, for 
referendums are impracticable. 

“Above all,. the indifference of the 


absorption in materialism and pleas- 
ure lead many thoughtful men_ to 
wonder how long a people, which find 
more delight in the cinema and the 
stadium than in the duties of. citizen- 
ship, will be worthy of a democratic 
form of government. 

“‘A still more serious menace to the 
perpetuity of. democratic institutions 
arises from the increased disintegra- 
tion of the party system. If the pres- 
ent chaos in Europe, which in some 
countries approaches anarchy, reveals 
any one fact, it is that a democracy 
can only function through two, or at 
most three, political parties. ; 


_Two Theories Called Untenable. 
“Our political philosophy has changed 


right of King Demos, and one theory 


is as untenable as the other. 

“In weighing the political institutions 
of a democracy in the scales of a can- 
did judgment, care must also be taken 
to distinguish between the ponderables 
and the imponderables. Judged simply 
on the ponderables, the judgment on 
democracy, as a form of government 
after a century and a half, would not 
be wholly favorable,. Its inefficiency, 
wastefulness and, at times, venalft 
shock the judgment. 

‘‘When, however, the imponderables 
are en into consideration, it is 
easier to defend democracy, for vits 
theory satisfies the noblest aspirations 
of men. It’ not only educates them, 
but gives them hope. In this age of 
education a democracy is the only form 
of government that is consistent with 
self-respect. : 


Reaction Against Extremism. 


“Let us also remember that democ- 
racy is something more than a form 
of government—it is a eat spirit. 
Whatever may be said in this tempor- 
ary ebb-tide of democracy as to the 
fate of parliamentary institutions, 
demccracy as a social ideal is as dom- 
inating and beneficent today as it has 
ever been. The equality of man, prop- 
erly interpreted, is still our ideal, but 
we mean thereby not an enforced 
equality, which would standardize man 
to the level of mediocrity, but, in its 
last analysis, his right to inequality. 

“In America the democratic spirit 
gives to ev ry man the hope of rising. 
To this we owe our illimitable energy 
and our inexhaustible strength. It is 
the great imponderable of the subject. 
Judged by this great imponderable, we 
know that the march of man, wher- 
ever democracy has led him, is steadily 
forward. 

“It is significant that, in all the vio- 
lent changes of this changing world 
our form of government has been most 
stable. It has been in the past, and 
will increasingly be in the future, the 
model for democratic Governments, 
and upon its maintenance and perpe- 
tuity the future of democratic insti- 
tutions may depend.”

HOOVER GIVES THE CAUSES 
— — 
Says Manufacturers Brought 
More Raw Materials and Paid 
Higher for Them.

WASHINGTON, July 14.—American 
foreign trade for the fiscal year 1926 
amounted in value to $9,220,203,697, ac- 
cording to preliminary official figur:s 
issued by the Department of Com- 
trerce today, an increase of $531,494.- 
158 over 1925. The favorable trade 
balance for 1926, however, was only 
$286,828,711, as compared with $1,040,- 
452,789 in 1925. 

American exports for 1926 amounted 
to $4,753,516,204 and imports to $4,466,- 
687,493, making the foreign trade total 
$9,220,203,697, as compared with a for- 
eign trade total of $8,688,709,593 in the 
fiscal year 1925,..when exports were 


worth $4,864,581,164 and imports $3,- eat 


824,128,375. 

Exports decreased $111,064,960 in 1926, 
@s compared with the previous Aiscal 
year, and there was a neavy increase 
in imports, which were $642,559,1138 
greater than im 1925. 

The tide of gold also again turned 
toward America in the fiscal year just 
closed. The fiscal year 1925 had an 
excess of gold exports over imports 
amounting to $114,584,562, but the 
figures made public today show that 
in 1926 there was an excess of imports 
of gold’ amounting to $97,288,026. The 
gold exports in 1926 aggregated $113,- 
438,459, or $135,291,239 less than the 
$248,729,698 exported in 1925. On the 
ether hand, our gold imports in 1928 
aggregated $210,726,485, or $76,581,349 
more than the $134,145, 136 imported in 


; Hoover Explains Figures. 
Secretary Hoover explained today 


that the very marked decrease in the ; 


balance of trade for the fiscal year 
1926 was due to a decrease of about 
2% per cent. in the value of exports 
and in unusual increase of ‘about 17 

er cent. in that of imports. This large 
Tilecnse in imports, he asserted, was 
due to greater quantities of raw ma- 
terial ‘‘natural in prosperous times,’’ 
as well as to increase in the price of 
gome lines of goods. 

Mr. Hoover referred to the high price 
recently of crude rubber under British 
price control as one of the important 
factors in the situation, ‘saying that ‘if 
there had been no change in the price 
of rubber imports in 1926 as compared 
with 1925 they would have cost about 
$320,000,000 less than they actually did 
in 1924. 

Asked to comment on the foreign 
trade figures for the fiscal year, Sec- 
retary Hoover said: 

“The marked’ decrease in the balance 
ef trade.for the fiscal year is due to 
a slight decrease, about 2% per cent., 
due chiefly to lower prices for cotton, 
and decreased grain production in 
value of exports, and an unusual in- 
crease, about 17 per.cent., in the value 
ef imports. 

More Raw Materials Imported. 

“The increase in imports is due to 
larger quantities of raw materials, 
natural in prosperous times, and to the 
increase in prices of some lines. 

“For instance, the average import 


cost of rubber per pound was more 3 


than twice as high this fiscal year as 
last. Had there been no change in 
price, rubber imports would have cost 
us about $320,000,000 less than they 
actually cost. 

“The decrease in exports was sub- 
stantially confined to grains and cot- 
ton. Exports of foodstuffs of all 
classes fell off by $270,000,000, the de- 
crease in grains alone. being nearly 
that. much. This decrease was pri- 
marily due to the much reduced crop 
of wheat and rye, owing to the low 

- ylelds per acre. The value of cotton 
exports fell off about $150,000,000 as 
a@ result of a somewhat smaller quan- 
tity at a considerably lower price.

Maurice E. Connolly, Borough Pres- 
ident of Queens, has directed borough 
engineers to make a syrvey of the 
Whitestone branch to determine if 
it’could be properly utilized as a 
route for a:municipally operated rapid 
transit line. In making that an- 
nouncement yesterday, he said the res- 
idents of Malba, College Poigt and 
Whitestone, all of which communities 


000} have suffered from -curtailment of 


train service on that division of the 
Long Island system, should be con- 
sulted on the proposal to operate the 
line municipally. 

“If the city were to acquire the 
branch before a rapid transit service 
could be furnished upon it, it would be 
necessary to eliminate nineteen grade 
crossings at an expense of several mil- 
lions of dollars,””’ Mr. Connolly said.

Ira L. Terry, President of the Flush- 
ing United Association, has called a 
meeting of civic association presidents 
and chairmen of association transit 
committees for Monday night in. the 
Flushing- Town Hall to discuss the 
proposal. 

Maurice Hotchner, counsel for the 
Association of Long Island Com- 
muters, said: 

“The offer is interesting. The last

The feature that will cause most con- 
cern is that which hints at discon- 
tinuance of railroad service or the 
substitution of bus service during the 
period of transfer. The district is too 
thickly populated and its interests are 
too important to permit of any such 
makeshift. The railroad service, at all 
hazards, must be maintained. 

“From the standpoint of the Long 
Island Railroad itself, I consider the 
offer a generous one and made in good 
faith.

After the general meect- 
ing the conferences probably will re- 
solve into committees to study the mat- 
ter in detail. ‘ 

There is no question of altering ex- 

isting Anglo-American treaties or mak- 
ing new laws for British subjects... It 
is thought, howeves, that a good deal 
can be done in the administration of 
the present laws to make rum-run- 
ning so difficult that it will cease to 
be profitable. 
- It will be remembered, for instance. 
when reports were received by the 
British Government last year that the 
steamer General Serret had loaded a 
cargo of whisky at Antwerp and was 
bound for Halifax for orders, the.Brit- 
ish officials at Dover were able to pre- 
vent her sailing. They insisted that 
she be drydocked under a merchant 
shipping act for the inspection of her 
draught, a formality normally post- 
poned in case of vessels with cargo 
aboard, and there being no dock ut 
Dover, she was brought to -London 
and detained long enough to defeat 
the purpose of her engagement. 

The British Government also is pre- 
pared to tighten up the provisions of 
existing acts with regard-to making 
false declarations of destinations by 
. masters of vessels. Action will be 
taken if reasonable grounds for suspi- 
cion exist. Liquor smugglers will also 
be removed from British registry if 
the American authorities can produce 
reasonably good evidence that the ves- 
sels concerned really are owned or con- 
trolled in America. 

In addition, the British Government 
is prepared to make important admin- 
istrative concessions to prevent liquor 
smuggling from the Bahamas. Speci- 
fied United States revenue cutters, as 
already announced, will be allowed to 
enter British territorial waters at gun 
play without strict compliance with 
the usual Admiralty regulations.

The 
heads of Austria and Czechoslovakia, 
as well as Herriot, Lloyd George and 
the British labor leaders, are in fa- 
vor of our movement, but their coun- 
tries have as yet done little for pro- 
hibition. We want to concentrate on 
the Balkan and Baltic States, which 
are coming along rapidly. t —

Savona. : 

Amilcare Dupanloup, former Consul 
General in the Fascist militia and 
leader of the Savona group, has been 
arrested by the local authorities and 
taken to Genoa by automobile. 

It is asserted that the arrest brings 
to an end the difficult situation in Sa- 


vona, which has been kept in turmoil 
for some time. Dupanloup, who is, a 
former Captain in:the army, had man- 
aged to maintain a personal following 
among the port workers, resulting, the 
* authorities say, in friction. 

When trouble seemed imminent last 
month, the port authorities sent sol- 
diers to occupy..the headquarters of 
the Port Consortium. Dupanloup dis- 
appeared, but turned up again on July 
10 accompanied by band of followers. 
The police took extensive precautions 
but a series of minor-incidents devel- 
oped among the longshoremen. Dupan- 
Joup was then arrested. His friends 
later attempted to stage a protest by 
forcing shopkeepers to clese their 
stores. The police then took a hana 
in the situation,.and drove oft the 
manifestants. 

The Fascist Party, according’ to the 
local press, intends to go the limit in 
crushing movements such.as Dupan- 
loup’s, which is regarded as repre- 

- senting unwillingness to conform to 
the party’s order that local quarrels— 
mo matter whether or not justified— 
must be forgotten in order that all the 
nation’s energy may be concentrated 
on solving national problems. 

The semi-official Tribuna says to- 
night: 

“Tt is necessary that all wasteful 
bickeling be denounced.” 

The paper asserts that it is impos- 
gible for Italy to go on productively 
unless Italians look beyond the hori- 
zons of their individual towns. 

“There are too many Fascists who 
are frightfully fond of local meas- 
ures, who brush away lightly Fas- 
cism’s national and international ac- 
tivity and maintain interest only when 
some local Tom, Dick or Harry is pun- 
ished, exonerated, promoted or de- 
moted,”’ the paper says. 

Another aspect of the friction be» 
‘tween the local and central Fascist 
authorities was brought out.today in 
an open letter by Minister of Public’ 
Works Giurati, in which he criticized 

. geverely continued requests of various 
regions for Government aid in carry- 
ing out public works of a local-char- 
acter.

FRENCH REOPEN WAR 
ON MOROCCAN TRIBES 


Troops Are Hurled Against Dissi- 
dents in the Atlas Region, 
South of Taza. 





TAZA, July 14 (%.—The signing at 
Paris yesterday of the Franco-Spanish 
egreement on Morocco, officially bring- 
ing peace to the territories once 
threatened by Abd-el. Krim, was fol- 
iowed today by a French genera! of- 
fensive against the last of the dissi- 
@ents still holding out in the--upper 
Atlas region. 

The French forces concentrated 
round Taza, which are estimated at 
20,000 men, took part in the movement. 

The Atlas region, which has never 
been conquered since France occupied 
Moroeco, is far removed from the for- 
mer battlefield in the Riff. It lies 
south of Taza in a country difficult to 
travel and contains the highest range 
of mountains.in Morocco. It has long 
been known in military parlance as 
the “tache de Taza,” or “‘the Taza 
grease spot.” 

Reports from the front say that the 
fighting has been favorable to the 
#rench forces, three columns having 
gpdvanced and occupied two-thi of 
tthe dissident country. The s at- 
tack caught the dissidents by surprise 
and the tribesmen are reported to be 
wurrendering and bringing in their 
perc and sheep as guarantees of good

SMYRNA, Asiatic Turkey, July 14 
@).—Thirteen ~ men, six of them 
members. of the Turkish Parliament, 
were hanged at the street -corners 
elong the waterfront at dawn today 
for conspiring to .assassinate their 
Pregident, Mustapha Kemal Pasha. All 
died protesting their innocence. 

Djambolet Bey, former Minister of 
the Interior and one of the leaders of 
the Union of Progress Party, warned 
his executioners t the wholesalé 
hangings would .b misfortune to 
new Turkey. His speech was cut 
short by the noose. ‘ 

Daybreak revealed a mournful sight 
on Smyrna quay, where four years 
ago hundreds of refugees found safety 
from the great fire which literally. re- 
moved all traces of the Biblical city. 


Stretching in an unbroken and omi- 
nous line down the short waterfront 
street were thirteen rude gallows—in 
reality simple tripods—with short 
nooses attached. / 


, Few Witness Gruesome Spectacle. 


’ The street was deserted, save for a 
few Greek and Turkish shopkeepers, 
who craned their necks fearfully from 
the doors and upper windows of the 
shops that crowd this quarter. 

Soon was heard, the tread of march- 
ing feet, and at one end of the cobble- 
gtone street appeared the silent band 
of executioners with their prisoners. 
They moved forward slowly and as 
they reached each gallows several of 
the guards, with one prisoner, detached 
themselves from the band. 

The little groups clustered around the 


thirteen tripods. The nooses were ad- ‘Ax 


justed and at one signal the conspira- 


| tors were swung into the air and left 


hanging. Among them we Chukri 
Bey, Deputy from Ismid; Zia Hourchi 
Bey, a former Deputy, and Ruchdi 
Pasha, Deputy from Erzerum. 

The trial of the condemned men, who 
fwere charged with plotting the death 
of Kemal Pasha on his arrival at 


Smyrna on June 18 last, disclosed that 


the very existence of the new Turkish 
republic was threatened by the plot- 
ters; The public prosecutor maintained 
that if Kemal had been assassinated 
his partisans would have inevitably 
reacted against the promoters of the 
lot, and civil war would have fol- 
owed, destroying all the good work 
accomplished ‘by the present Govern- 
ment. It was declared that certain of 
Turkey’s foreign enemies would have 
swe unwilling to remain passive spec- 
ors. 


Bombs Prepared for Murder. 
Evidence was adduced at the trial to 
Bhow that the plot was conceived last 
December by a group of individuals 
closely associated with the opposition 


~ party. Secret meetings were held at 
' Constantinople and a plan of action 
_ drawn. up. Four men went to Broussa 


to assassinate Kemal Pasha, but, find- 
ing no opportunity, returned to Con- 
stantinople, where it was decided the 
assassination should take place on 
Kemal’s entry. 
' Small hand grenades were prepared, 
fand one of these was to be handed in 
@ houquet to the Turkish President by 
@ woman. Kemal cancelled the visit, 
and it was then planned to attack him 
during a holiday which he intended to 
take in Smyrna. A lonely road where 
Kemal Pasha’s automobile would be 
forced by the nature of the terrain to 
,proceed slowly, was selected as tHe 
scene of the murder. Motor cars were 
, hidden nearby so that the assassins 
‘could escape to a motor launch, which 
‘would convey them to the Island of 


; Chios. 


Government agents, learning of the 
plot, arrested fifty persons, some of 


, whom were finally discharged or not 


y 


put on trial. A number of others were 
acquitted, among them several Gen- 
erals who had fought with Kemal 
Pasha to Turkey’s independence. -

i @ise clemency in favor of some of the 


more important personalities who were 


' pentenced to death.

Confidence appears 
in a fair way to being restored, and 
the nervousness and panicky feeling 
of the last.few days are disappearing. 
A permanent committee has been es- 
tablished to tighten control over the 
exchange market. : 

One of the causes of the collapse of 
the franc in the,first days of this week 
has been overlooked in the statement 
which Premier Jaspar yesterday: made 
to the Chamber, and in which he 
argued that the low record of the franc 
was not warranted by internal or ex- 
ternal conditions. 

The latest. returns of the National 
Bank show a further increase in note 
circulation; noW ‘atanding at '8,631,390,- 
000. This is an increase of 11,749,600. 
over the previous week, and 1,000,000,- 
000 francs over the corresponding pe- 
riod of last year. It is an increase of 
one-seventh the total circulation within 
a year, and financiers say that it has 
had much to do with the fall of the 
franc. ’

ing as a lawyer to lawyers, he was 
both timely and pungent in pointing 
out the need of sweeping reforms in 
judicial procedure, for the purpose of 
better enabling the courts to cope with 
crime. There is nothing new about 
these recommendations. They are not 
a hasty by-product of the “crime 
wave.” For years they have been 
urged by thoughtful and influential 
They have been 
endorsed by the Chief Justice of the 


- United States and by other eminent 


legal authorities. They have been 
embodied in bills introduced in Legis- 
latures and in Congress. Some of them 
have been favorably reported by judi- 
ciary committees. But, as Mr. Lona 
complains, almost nothing has been 
done. 

Conditions in most of the States and 
fm the Federal practice remain very 
much as they were described by Mr. 
Roor in an address to the American 
Bar Association in 1914, He then 
clearly pointed out the bad effects of 
“complex and technital procedure,” 
largely caused by “ legislative interfer- 
ence.” Mr. Root said: 

In many States, year by year, well- 
meaning lawyers have been putting 

new provisions into codes of proce- 
dure, expanding, elaborating, refin- 
ing, telling how everything should be 
done, how every step should be 
taken, how every paper should be 
framed, endeavoring to ‘meet every 
difficulty encountered in individual 
practice by ‘new provision of ‘law. 
The New York Code, as a horrible 
example, has been swelled in this 
way to more than eight times its 
original dimensions. 

In this State a beginning of better 
‘things has-been made. The last ses- 
sion of the Legislature did pull itself 
together and enact several laws to im- 
prove criminal procedure. But this is 
an exception. Although the Legisla- 
tures and Congress are composed 
largely. of lawyers, to whom this re- 
form should appeal as a matter of 


"great professional as well as of public

importance, there has been an unac- 


' countable delay in taking steps to 


‘ amend American judicial procedure. 


It amounts to a mystery now long 
unexplained. 

Some have ascribed selfish .motives 
to -those who resist these needed 
changes.

VERSATILE MOosCOW. 

A recent debate in the House of 
Commons centred. about.a motion for 
the cancellation of the British trade 
agreement with Russia negotiated by 
Liorp Groras in 1921 and the recog- 
nition of the Soviet Government ac- 
corded by Ramsay MacDonatp in 1924. 
The Baldwin Government had made 
its position clear through Foreign: 
Minister CHAMBERLAIN. He declared 
that if the tradé agreement and recog- 
nition were now coming up for the 
first time he would be opposed to both. 
As it was, he would not add to the 
existing stock of enmities and unrest 
in Europe by an action that would be 
described at Moscow as hostile. But 
he maintained: that the Soviet Govern- 
ment had not lived up to its promise 
to abstain from propaganda in. Great 
Britain or the colonies. Ramsay Mac- 
Donatp took virtually the same posi- 
tion. It was Liorp Georas who was 
friendliest to the Soviet Government, 
stressing the importance of Russian 
trade and refusing to be frightened by 
the bogy of a British Communist Party 
which had to implore Moscow’s help in 
meeting a debt of £14. 

The Blue Book containing the docu- 
ments, captured at British Commu- 
nist headquarters last Fall showed 
that Moscow’s contributions to the 
British party were considerably more 
than £14. One London letter to Mos- 
cow headquarters of the Red Labor 
International complains that a prom- 
ised £1,200 had fallen short by £255. 
Another document showed that for the 
year 1924 the “ allocation” to the Brit- 
ish Communist Party was something 
over £16,000; perhaps not enough to 
subvert the British Empire, but prov- 
ing that Russian money entered Eng- 
land for Communist propaganda. Let- 
ters. from the . International Peasant 
Council at Moscow speak of “ special 
“sections formed for the purpose of 

“ carrying on worle” among the Hindu 
peasants. Egypt. also comes in for 
attention. 

Perhaps more amusing than ominous 
are Moscow's elaborate educational 
methods for spreading Communist doc- 
trine abroad. To the work of revolu- 
tion is applied the heavy pedantry of 
the traditional German savant. Ques- 
tionnaires pages long are circulated 
for the: information of Moscow’ head-

terpretation. Press, pamphlets, mani- 
\festoes are all’ “regulated, down. to 
“Catch Words and Slogans,” of which

- The House of Commons debate 
touched the question whether the con- 
tribution of the Russian miners to the 
British mine workers’ strike fund was 
a spontaneous gift of the workers or 
was a Soviet forced tax. Like Senator 
Borax, who ‘used to be conyinced that 
the Soviet Government and the Third 
International are utter strangers, Mr. 
Ponsonsr argued that the Russian 
trade unions had very little to do with 
the Soviet Government. Sir AUSTEN 
CHAMBERLAIN had no trouble in dispos- 
ing, of that mnocent fantasy, He 
pointed’ out that everything in Russia 
‘moves from‘a single source. Behind 
Soviet ,Government, Third Interna- 
tional, Red Union International, Inter- 
national Peasants’ Council, and what 
not, stands the Political Bureau of the 
Russian Communist Party.. It is the 
real governing. authority, “whatever 
“might be the organization presented 
“as freely acting on this action or 
“that, to serve the purpose of excus-

He suggests that 
the tracks be removed and the right 
of way turned into a. road for bus 
and other traffic, thus saving these 
expenditures. The implication is that 
the commuter traffic on this branch, 
which is its principal source of .rev- 
enue in view of the shortness of the 
line, would not support the additional 


roadbed at those crossings which are 
to be eliminated. This is a matter of 
comparative costs, which could read- 
ily be established if the company 
made public the ratio of earnings to 
expenses under the present and pro- 
posed financing. 

This proposal is but another indica- 
tion of the tendency of the Long 
Island Railroad to-concentrate atten- 
tion more~and more on traffic east 
of Jamaica, ‘It has been the conten- 
tion. of the railroad officials that the 
city should handle traffic within the 
city limits,-thus permitting better ser- 
vice for points beyond. The New 
York Central and the New. Haven 
Railroad have shown an inclination 
in the same direction. But it is a 
question whether the city’s facilities, 
whether by bus, trolley, elevated or 
subway, are yet sufficiently developed 
to warrant abolition of the local rail- 
way service. 

The need of eliminating grade cross- 
ings, which is the reason given why 
the Long Island wishes to rid itself 
of the Whitestone branch, has no 
doubt imposed heavy burdens on that 
railroad. The demands upon the 
company, however, are certain to in- 
crease. The city and the public will 
ask for the elimination of more grade 
crossings on the one hand and the 
Long Island population will demand 
enlarged .service. Even if»all the 
local traffic within the city. limits 
west of Jamaica could be taken over 
by subways and other means of 
transportation,| the strain on the 
Long Island would be only tem- 
porarily relieved. It is obvious that 
the quicker and better the service 
outside of Jamaica, the greater will be 
the development of the districts within 
an hour, more or less, of the Penn- 
sylvania Station. The surrender of 
the Whitestone line, with a transfer 
to municipal transportation systems 
of the districts adjacent to Long 
Island City, would not lessen the need 
of .improving the facilities in the 
Pennsylvania, Station and providing 
more accommodations on the trains 
to points beyond Jamaica. Even out- 
side of the rush hours.many of the 
Long Island trains are now almost as 
crowded as the subways. 


A STATE TAX PROGRAM. 

The Joint Legislative Committee on 
Taxation in New. York points out that 
now is the time to make provision for 
$25,844,880 bonds maturing in 1936. 
It also makes spécific proposals more 
interesting, but perhaps less important, 
than the suggestion of a capital budget 
for control~of capital expenditures. 
The city taxes have increased faster 
and-with less excuse than the State’s, 
and yet it was only the other day that 
Mayor Waker officially declared the 
necessity of finding’ new sources of 
revenue. That would be less: neces- 
sary for the city as for the State if 
both hada capital budget, 

‘Variations in the income tax instead 
of variations in the direct tax are sug- 
gested by thé committee, The ‘direct 
tax is @ property tax which the locali- 
ties can levy more justly than the 
State. Farmers cannot hide their 
realty, and the tax on it should be

PANGALOS AND PERICLES. 

President PaNcdtos in banishing a 
‘strike leader or a political opponent 
is, after all; doing only what was done 
by popular vote in Athens and other 
communities of ancient Greece cen- 
turies before the Christian era. Ostra- 
cism was then ‘considered one of “the 
safeguards of democracy.” When it 
was decided by those in legislative 
@uthority that the people should have 
an opportunity to decide whether one 
or more men should be in temporary 
absence, a referendum was held, each 
citizen being permitted. to vote ‘by 
writing on a shell or potsherd the 
name of any one of whom he wished 
the city riddance. But no one was 
considered. elected to this office of 
absence unless: he received a certain 
number of votes. Some of Greece's 
greatest citizens were banished in this 
fashion, “ARISTIDES among them. It 
was in the referendum which résulted 
in his ostracism that the remark is 
said to have been made by a voter to 
AristTipes himself, that he had writ- 
ten the latter’s name simply because 
he was tired of hearing ARISTIDES 
called the Just. THemistocues had to 
spend several years out of Athens, 
and Pericuzs himself, fearful of ostra- 
cism at one time, later got his rival 
sent away by the people, though they 
afterward begged him to come back. — 

The difference between the practice 
of i“ANGALOS and PERICLES is simply 
tha: Panaatose has issued the decree 
of ostracism of his own motion. No 
doubt the people, if given a chance to 
assemble in the agora as of old and 
vote for the banishment. of one or 
more of the Athenians, would be read, 
to ostracize-a strike leader, were he 
to tie up the subway’ which leads 
from the Acropolis down to the Pi- 
raeus, or a “boss” of ominous power, 
but, there would also be a large scat- 
tering vote in which few of promi- 
meuce would escape. It is a matter 
of history that one of the: ancient 
authors of a referendum_was himself 
ostracized, unexpectedly receiving the 
highest number of votes. The prac- 
tice has something to commend it in 
theory, for it seems a convenient and 
logical as well as a-thoroughly demo- 
cratic way of disposing of “ undesira- 
bles,” but in practice it inevitably ‘be- 
comes, as it did in Greece, a mere 
partisan weapon, or the convenient 
tool of a politician. 

Yet who would not covet banishment 
for a season to an island in the 
Aegean such as those 
Where burning Sappho loved and 

- gung, 
Where / Delos 

sprung? 
It could not be punishment for any 
one with a feeling for ancient Greece 
to be sent for the “rest cure” to any 
pne of these, even at the sacrifice of 
telephonic or telegraphic communica- 
tions with the rest of the world, and 
especially to that goodly Aegean isle 
of which Homer tells where “ dearth 
“never enters and no hateful sickness 
“falls on mortals.” Moreover, a period 
of such enforced absence might give 
the banished ones, as it did PSISTRA- 
tus in his exile, a “far more ex- 
tended idea’’ of their obligations to 
the society from which they are tem- 
porarily separated. But PANGALos 
should first ask the Boule about it.

He had no difficulty in mentioning 
several histories—and he might have. 
mentioned nearly all the older ones of 
any fameAqwhich are mighty’ good 

reading, though they are, as Mr. Batp- 
WIN put it, “‘as biased as ever they 
could be.”” . Nobody denies their literary 
merit, but every one of them serves a 
cause, political or religious, or tries to 
do so, and as history they are far from 
meeting modern tests. . 

The historian of today is an eager 
hunter after ‘‘truth.’’ Sometimes he 
finds it and sometimes he doesn’t; he 
ohly thinks: so. But he is, or aspires 
to be, strictly impartial, and, instead 
of grieving when he destroys a beauti- 
ful myth or proves a hero not so very 
heroic, he rather joys in his achieve- 
ment. Only too: often he proves the 
fallacy of the saying that truth is 
stranger than fiction by producing a 
dull book instead of an interesting and 
exciting one. 

But the modern historian doesn’t, 
care. Consequences, he says, do not

If they do not distort or conceal ad- 
verse facts, the consciences of the most 
scrupulous lawyers are clear) and that 
used to be true of historians. The 
result of that in history, however,’ was, 
as it still is in court, that the verdict 
rendered. depended. not on the merits 
of the case but on the skill of the 
writers in the one instance, as it does 
on that of the pleaders in the other.” 

At this late day, it might seem that 
the history of ancient Greece could be 
told without partiality for any form of 
government, and perhaps it canbe; but 
that it couldn’t be so told not long ago 
can be seen by anybody who will read 
first Grots and then THIRLWALL or MIt- 
rorp. Grots loved democracy. There- 
fore he loved the Athenians and hated 
the Spartans. The other two were fer- 
vent monarchists, and in their pages 
the Spartans and their virtues are 
cracked up to the skies, while they 
present the Athenians a8 a pretty bad 
lot. 

Here in the United States, until very 
lately, all the historians were content 
to extol the Colonists and depreciate 
the British; but that has been changed, 
and what a lot of tempests the change 
has caused! Nothing is more painful

We find in The Daily News. Almanac 
that in Chicago there was appropriated 
$692,299 for the Bureay of Parks, 
Playgrounds and. Beaches, but this is 


by no means the total expenditure. 


Your correspondent is evidently  ig- 
norant of the fact that the parks in 
Chicago are run by a number of com- 
missions, each with its separate 
budget. 

In the annual report of the South 
Park Commission for the year ending 
Feb. 29, 1924, we find this item: ‘‘Taxes 
received from County Collector, $4,281,- 
917.33.” 

Let us now turmto the report of the 
West Chicago Park Commission, 1921- 


1922. In this we find that the total cost 


of maintenance of its parks, boulevards 
and recreation centres was $1,502,947.27. 
Exclusive of boulevards and recreation 
centres the total area of parks under 
the control ‘of the comntission was 820 
acres, approximately that of Central 
Park. On this acreage there was ex- 


pended $630,388.31. According to our cost 


account the total amount spent on Cen- 
tral Park in 1925 was $287,424.54. .I 
realize that I am not comparing ex- 
penses in the same year, but I know 
that the sum spent in 1921-22 on Cen- 
tral Park was approximately the.same. 
These figures, it will be noted, are 
from official,reports and concern only 
two of the various Chicago park com- 
missions. That $13,000,000 was spent 
by Chicago on her parks in 1924 was 
taken from a leaflet published in April, 
1926, by the Municipal Reference 
Library of the City of New York.

MONUMENT SOUGHT 
BY RAINBOW DIVISION 


lt Demands Memorial Be Erected 
to Those: Who Died in the 
Battle of Champagne. 





A’ demand that a monument be 
erected in France in memory of Amer- 
ican troops who fought in the battle 
of Champagne was made yesterday at 
the second day’s session of the reunion 
of the Rainbow Division, at the Wal- 
dorf Astoria. In_an address, Colonel 
J. Munro Johnson of South Carolina, 
commanding the 117th. Engineers, said 
that such a monument, which at pres- 
ent is not contemplated by the Com- 
mission on Monuments in. France, 
headed by General Pershing; should be 
included in the program. 

Colonel Johngon said that the Rain- 
bow Division. was.proud of General 
Pershing:as a man and as a soldier. 
“But it is inevitable that he take much 
of his information from his subordi- 
nates,” he said, “and for this reason 
it is possible that. he may do an injus- 
tice to, some.of us. who played a —— 
yin the battle that wag the decisive con- 
flict of the war. 

“At a meeting of the Commission on 
Monuments, attended by all its mem- 
“bers except General Pershing, who was 
in South America, it. was unanimously 
voted to reconsider the decision not to 
include: the Champagne ‘monument in 
the program. No official notice to this 
effect, however, was received by our 
organization and now I have learned 
that the commission has rescinded its 
action. 

“The battle of Cham mpagne is one of 
the decisive battles of the world. After 
it’ no German: troops ever dominated 
the battlefield, and they were always 
in retreat. We, the Rainbow Division, 
were the only Americans in that great- 
est battle of the war. This monument 
cannot be eliminated from an 
program of commemorating the Ameri- 
can dead.

I say 
this because cocainé and morphine and 
the other most used drugs are not 
manufactured on a small scale, Dut 
only,on a big one, and all told there 
are only about fifty such manufac- 
tories in the world.”

New Code Needed, Hadley Says. 
In an explanation of the principles 
of the proposed code,.Mr. Hadley said: 
‘‘There are two theories upon which 
codes of criminal procedure are 


‘| founded. First, there is the theory 


that a code of criminal procedure 
should be framed primarily for the 
protection of the citizen against pos- 
sible injustice and oppression by the 
State. Second, there is the theory that 
a code of criminal. procedure should 
provide for such a judicial investiga- 
tion of a charge of crime as will lead 
to a prompt and definite decision as to 
guilt and punishment. I believe it can 
be fairly stated that the: code of crim- 
inal. proceduye that now, obtains in 
practically all our States belongs to the 
first class, aithough present condi- 
tions seem to demand that the sec- 
ond theory is the ane that should ob- 
tain, if society is effectively to pro- 
tect itself against its enemies. 

“In these suggestions we have 
sought to protect effectively the rights 
of the citizen; to safeguard the inno- 
cent against conviction and also re- 
move frum existing codes -provisions 
that work for the escape of the guilty. 
Where existing practices work to the 
prejudice of the innocent and tend to 
create an advantage in favor'of the 
rich we have sought to correct such 
conditions. d 

“There will probably be no State in 
which the>adoption of all these pro- 
posals will be necessary, as there is 
probably n6 proposal made that has 
not in substance at least been adopted 
in some State. 

‘Two of the most important changes 
recommended—the. right of the Judge 
to comment on the evidence, as at 
-common law, and the right to comment 
on defendant’s failure to testify—are 
now the law in a very limited number 
of States. There were no proposals 
that were more fully and completely 
agreed to by all the members of the 
committee than these two.”’

She 
now. claims rights in The Cabin and 
refuses to abandon it, despite the fact 
that Griffing last week deeded the 
property to his mother, Mrs. Nettie C. 
Griffing of Hartford. *

YOUTH DENI§S FIRING:SHOT. 


He Takes Stand to Evade Jury Trial 
‘| —Hears Verdict Caimly and ‘His 
Parents Are Satisfied. 


_CHICAGO, July 14 (.—Considera- 
tion of Robert B. Scott’s plea of guilty 
and the expressed belief that he was 
without’ the instinct to murder: and 
was dominated by his older brother, 
Russell T. Scott, led Judge William 
N. Gemmill today to Sentence hit to. 
life imprisonment. — 

Russell Scott is under sentenoe to be 
hanged October 15, for the murder of 
Joseph Maurer, a drug clerk, who was 
shot.to death when the Scott brothers 
robbed the City Hall. Pharmacy in 
downtown Chicago on the night of 
April 2, 1924. 

“Russell Scott took the. leadership 
throughout,” said Judge Gemmill,‘‘‘he 
used threatening language. There was 


nothing of the: kind shown so far, 


as Robert was concerned. There is. no. 
longer any question or doubt that Rus- 
sell fired the fatal shot. There is 
no question about both being guilty 
of murder, but they aré not evenly 
guilty. — 

“Robert Scott was. not the leader. 
He was seven years younger than 
Russell; had been in the employ of 
his brother. 4 

“It seems to be true he did not 
intend to kill. Had Robert been as 
bloodthirsty. as most of these robbers 
we try he could have killed Maurer 
at any time.”’ 

Judge Gemmill characterized the kill- 
ing of the young clerk as ‘‘the most 
cowardly and. cruel murder I have 
heard of since I have been on the 
bench.” — & 

Maurer was shot down, the prosecu- 
tion contended, while scuffling with 
Robert Scott for possession of the /at- 
ter’s revolver. © The testimony indi- 
cated. that Russel Scott rushed to the 
aid of his brother and shot Maurer, 
although Russell once was represented 
as having claimed Robert fired .be 
fatal shot. Russell later denied hav- 
ing made such a statement.

That) was evaded 
when another jury, found Russell in- 
sane, After incarceration in the State 
Prison-for the Criminal <Insane, Rus- 
sell recently was brought back and 
another jury found him, sane. It was 
then he’ was sentenced to be hanged. 

Robert Scott was found a few 

months ago in the California State 
Penitentiary serving under the alias 
Jchn Redding. Brought back here, he 
was tried for robbery and sentenced 
to ten years to life. 
\ He received today’s sentence without 
a change of expression, as did his aged 
father, Thomas Scott, and his mother, 
Mrs. Rilla Scott, of Cleveland. 

“Well, it is not hanging,’ said 
“It’s shown now my 
boy ,is not a real murderer.’’ Mrs. 
Scott, who began to weep softly, 


nodded her head when asked if she 


was satisfied. « 

Robert’ Scott evaded .a jury trial ‘to- 
day by agreeing to take the witness 
stand and be asked one question con- 
cerning the slaying and any that Judge 
Gemmill wished ‘to: ask regarding his 
life history. ° 

“Did you fire the fatal shot?” 
brought a reply of ‘‘No, your Honor.” 

Judge Gemmill asked if Robert was 
in the City Hall Pharmacy on the 
night of April 2, 1924, but Robert 

leaded the circumstances of his and 
his brother’s positions for not replying. 

Russell Scott once was a successful 
promoter of financial concerns. Robert 
said today with an air of brotherly 
pride that all the businesses originated 
by: Russell rémained going concerns, 
only his personal firm, the R. T. Scott 
Company, Ltd., having failed. 

Robert Scott is 25 years old. He was 
born at Port Huron, Mich., where he 
went to school untiY he was 15 years 
old, and since then, excepting for two 
years’ service in the navy during the 
World War, had been employed or 
guided chiefly by Russell, his testi- 
mony showed.

PERE MARQUETTE ASKS

Directors Make Counter-Offer to 
Nickel Plate Promoters at 
Conference Here. 


The special committee of Pere Mar- 
quette directors informed the Van 
Sweringen brothers yesterday that the 
terms for the exchange of Pere Mar- 
quette. stock in the proposed Nickel 
Plate ‘merger, as offered by the pro- 
moters, were not acceptable, and sub- 
mitted a counter-proposal.
